From the accounts that reach us, we 
should infer that Slavery and the repeal of the 
Black Laws are the leading topics of his dis- 
course, While Banking and the Tax-Law oecupy 
a subordinate position. 

At Elyria, Lorain county, he “adverted to the 
consequences of the admission of Texas, effect- 
ed, as it had been, for the purpose of strength- 
ening the Slave Power, and also the attempt to 
break down the Tariff and establish: the Sub- 
Treasury, both darling measures of the Slave- 
ocracy, and intended to strengthen that &ecurs- 
ed institution at the expense of freedom, and the 
free labor of the North.” In the evening, he 
addressed a large uudience at Oberlin, on vari- 
ous topics, “especially concerning the Black 
Laws.” |Remember—we quote all the way 
through from Whig papers. } 

In Medina, Medina county, “his remarks up- 
on the subject of Human Slavery were such as 
every philanthropist and friend of humanity 
must approve. He declared himself unequivo- 
cally opposed to it in every shape, [what! in 
ahe shape of Henry Clay?] spoke emphatically 
in favor of erasing from the statutes of Ohio, 
every vestige of the{accursed system by the re- 
peal of the present Black Laws of this State.” 
Among ether resolutions adopted by the meet- 
ing, was the following:— 

“Resolved, That we rejoice at the noble stand 
taken by Mr. Bebb, the Whig candidate for 
Governor, against Slavery and its auxiliaries in 
this State, and we pledge ourselves to each other 
and tothe Whigs of the State, to use all hon- 
orable means to promote his election.” 

The Whige of old Ashtabula having met. in 
council at Conneaut on the 20th and 22d June, 
Mr. Bebb charmed the audience with “a most 
able and eloquent speech,” in the course of 
which he dwelt on the injustice of the | sent 
war, “brought on us as the first fruits of tnu an- 
nexation of Texas at the instigation and he- 
hest of the Southern Slave-Power, or the ser- 
vility of Locofocoism; touching, as he passed, 
on the very consistent policy of the Liberty 
Party, in so disposing of their strength as to 
throw the power into the hands of those pledged 
to the enlarging and perpetuating of the bonds 
of slavery.” The Tariff, Sub-Treasury, Bank 
Law, Tax Law, “and the Black Laws of Ohio 
where all passed in review, and the justice and 
propriety of the Whig Party were conclusively 
shown.” The following resolutions were passed. 

“Resolved, That we are true believers in the 
doctrine contained in the Declaration of our 

National. Independence, that all men are born 
free and equul, and that were it not for want of 
an enlightened understanding, and the opera- 
zion of unjust laws, these principles would be 
extended to the whole family of man. 

“Resolved, That we admire the honest and 
independent stand taken by our candidate for 
Governor in relation to the Black Laws of this 
State, which disgrace our statute book; and 
pledge him that for every vote he may lose in 
other parts of this State in consequence there- 
of, we will give him two in exchange.” 

At a mass meeting held in the same county, 
Mr. Bebbagain appeared, and at the close of 
his address resolutions were adopted, among 
which we notice the following:— 

“Resolved, That we regard the Laws now in 
Force and remaining upon the statute book, 
{commonly called the Black Laws) unjust in 
principle, oppressive in all their features, a dis- 
grace to the intelligence of the age,and ought 
forthwith to be repealed. We therefore pledge 
ourselves to use all constitutional means to ef- 
fect a repeal of the same.” 

At Cleveland, the Whig paper of that place 
says, Mr. Bebb spoke “at length and most im- 
pressively upon Human Slavery;” and the meet- 
ing there adopted, word for word, thé resolu- 
Zions quoted above, as having been passed at 
the Ashtabula meeting. 

A cor.espondent of the New York Tribune, 
writing from Cleveland June 29th, concerning 
this meeting, uses the following language :— 

“His main topics were the Bank Law of °44-5, 
the Tax Law of last winter, and the repeal of 
the infamous Black Laws at the next assem- 
bling of the Ohio Legislature, provided we have 
a Whig majority, of which there can be but lit- 
tle doubt. This is the first time that a State 
candidate, of either party, has come forth upon 
this repeal question upon the stump; but the 
feelings of Mr. B. carried him beyond the pale 
of selfish non-committal, and he spoke out burn- 
ingly, fearlessly, convincingly, of the wrong 
that the fair fame of our glorious State suffered 
so long as these foul caterings to the voracious 
maw of Slavery are suffered to disgrace the 
Statute books of Ohio.

Our readers recollect the horrible murder 
committed in Kentucky, sometime ago, by La- 
fayette Shelby, a grand-somM™f old Governor 
Shelby. He chose to be offended because a 
young mani looked at him, and, for this provo- 
cation, shot him dead. 

We did not at the time believe that justice 
would be visited upon the criminal. Money, 
and rank and Slavery are ali powerful in Ken- 
tucky. 

Shelby was recently tried before the Fayette 
Cireuit Court, on a charge of murder, The 
Louisville Democrat says—*“Jt seems that the 








receiving the testimony of the young mau’s 
father, which was only the account of the ac- 
cused himself. This was allowing the accused 
to be a witness in his own case.” ‘The jury con- 
cluded to acquiesce in the instructions of the 
Judge. Eight were for an absolute acquittal of 
the criminal, four for sending him to the peni- 
tentiary. ‘The jury hung, ang Shelby was let 
out on bail of $10,000! 
The result was deep excitement among the 
citizens of Lexington. They hung the Jude 
and eight of the jurymen in effigy. The Sheriff 
having been ordered to take down the effigies, 
was informed by the multitude that if he in- 
terfered, he would be hung in earnest. 
The meeting assembled passed the follow- 
ing resolutions:—

Resolved, That the Judge of the Fayette Cir- 
cuit Court be, and he is hereby requested to re- 
sign, 
Resolved, That the eight jurors and Judge be 
cut down from their present hanging position, 
at five minutes past 1] o’clock, and they be 
marched round the streets of Lexington to 
the tune of the Rogue’s March, and that they 
be publicly burnt. 
Resolved, ‘That the procession be command- 
ed by Wm. R. Logan, and at his order to be 
burnt. . 
Resolwed, ‘That the editors of the Observer 
and Reporter and Kentucky Gazette be request- 
ed to publish the foregoing proceedings.

a Fesolution calling the attention of the Senate 
to the various appropriation bills sent to it by 

the HBuse, bat he failed. The rules were sus- 
pended to enable Mr. Payne to offer a resolu- 
tion instructing the Committee of Ways and 
Means to inquire into the expediency of paying 
the volunteers called out by the unauthorized 
requisitions of Gen. Gaines, and subsequently 
rejected. 

The minority from the Committee on Post 
Offices and Post Roads, reported against any 
increase of the rates of postage, on the ground 
that the receipts for the next six months would 
equal the expenditures. This is good news. 

Mr. Sawyer moved a suspension of the rules, 
to enable him to offer a resolution requesting 
the President to send the Oregon treaty and 
correspondence to the House. Lost. 

The Land Graduation bill again coming up, 
the House was as much bothered as ever. Mr. 
Cobb’s amendment was voted down; and with 
it went McKay’s amendment. For the sake of 
obtaining a direct vote on the latter, a recon- 
sideration was moved, but meanwhile a motion 
to lay the bill on the table, was put to vote, 
and lost—yeas 91, nays92. Mr. Cobb’s amend- 
ment was then reconsidered. Here the House 
fell into another tangle. .A motion to}lay the 
bill on the table again failed, and at last the 
House adjourned. 

July 14th.—Mr. Webster in the Senate made 
what is called, a solemn demonstration against 
the Tariff. He presented the memorial signed 
by every importing merchant in Boston, an- 
nouncing that, if the bill become a law, they 
would be obliged to abandon their business, as 
they could not compete with unscrupulous for- 
eigners, who would pay no regard to Custom 
House oaths. Mr. W. said the bill had taken 
the country by surprise—he might almost say, 
with consternation. He announced his purpose 
to give the bill’ thorough examination, al- 
though the probabilities were, he understood, 
that it would pass. 

One cannot but admire the heroism of the 
man, who under the full persuasion that he can- 
not change a single vote, determines on elab- 
orating a mighty speech under what Mr. W. 
called, “a boiling sun.” 

Mr. Clayton made a speech against the Ware- 
housing bill, and the Tariff then coming up, 
Mr. Evans replied to Mr. Lewis, continuing 
his remarks till three o’clock, when he yielded 
toa motion for postponement. 

The return of the Land Bill from the House, 
with amendments, was announced. The amend- 
ments were universally disapproved, and the 
bill was referred to the proper committee. 

In the House, the Land Graduation bill was 
again taken up. The amendment of McKay 
to Cobb’s amendment, was adopted—yeas 96, 
nays 86. The amendment as amended was 
adopted, and the bill was then passed—yeas 92, 
nays 90. 

The Senate bill for the improvement of the 
Mississippi, Missouri, Arkansas and Ohio rivers, 
being received, Mr. Rathbun immediately mov- 
ed the previous question. ‘The bill was then 
promptly rejected, without having been passed 
to a second reading—yeas 120, nays 48, 

The Treasury Note bill was then considered, 
and speeches were made upon matters and 
things in general. 

July 15.—Mr. Webster presented a memorial 
protesting against the duty proposed to be 
levied on raw copper. Mr. Sevier moved its 
reference to the Committee on Printing, on the 
ground that he was opposed to all attempts to 
get upa panic. Motion carried. A memorial 
from the iron and coal district of Pennsylvania 
was referred to the Committee én Finance. 
‘The warehousing bill was passed, yeas 31, nays 
20—Mr. Webster voting for it. 

Mr. Evans closed his remarks on the Tariff 
question, and Mr. Davis got the floor. 

In the House, the Treasury Note Bill was 
passed—yeas 118, nays 47. 

The bill making appropriation for volunteers 
coming up, a motion was made to pay volun- 
teers whose services had not been accepted! Af- 
ter some debate the House adjourned. 

July 16th.—In the Senate, Mr. Webster made 
a few statements with a view of showing that 
the proposed tariff would not yield any thing 
like the amount of revenue predicted. 

The Treasury Note bill was reported with- 
out amendment, and the consideration of it 
postponed till next day. 

Mr. Hannegan’s motion to adjourn, was tak- 
en up, and. the Senate resolved to adjourn on 
the 10th of August. 

The bill to bring in Texas naval officers over 
the heads of United States veterans, was op- 
posed by Mr. Huntington, and then laid over.— 
Mr. Davis made a speech on the Tariff bill, 
contending that, if passed, it would reduce the 
Union to a state of vassalage to Great Bri- 
tain. 

In the House, the volunteer bill came up, and 
speeches were made on the Mexican war, by 
Messrs. Foote, Hudson, C. B. Smith, Hilliard 
and Cobb. The bili was at last reported, and 
it passed by a vote of 160 to4. The resolution 
of the Senate to adjourn on the 10th of Au- 
gust, was carried without a division—and the 
House refused a motion to reconsider. So that 
matter is settled.

With men enough to march to any quarter, he 
has not the means tomove them an inch. 
From the interior the news is various and 
contradictory. Itis said that a portion of the 
Mexican infantry has left Lenares for some 
point near Tampico, and very likely such is 
the case. Thenumber of Mexican soldiers at 
Montercy is known to besmall. Arista, whose 
course has been sustained by the Government, 
is at his hacienda near the city with a few men 
only. The number of infantry at Lenares is at 
present only 800, with a small force of cavalry 
in the neighborhood. Gen, Paredes is said to 
be en route for Monterey with 6,000 men— 
some say as large a number as 8,000. Scout- 
ing parties of Texans will probably be sent out 
as soon as the roads are in travelling condition; 
and then it will be difficult to ascertain the full 
force and intentions of the enemy.
